PARIS, Dec. 3 (;p)— Five thousand atecl helmctcd police 
and mobilo guards were stationed around the chamber of the 
national anBembly today while that body continued debate 
on the government's five-section strike control bill, two sec- 
tions of which were newly approved. 

Official reports that saboteurs caused a fatal train wreck 
on the Paris-Lille line sped the deputies' endorsement of the 
first t^o sections, dealing with sabotage and agitators. 
The guards were placed about the assembly chamber be- 
fore today's session opened. 
It was the firat time police 
had worn helmets during the 
current wave of disorders.

A hospital spokesman said IT 
bodies had been removed from the 
wreckagB. Workers at the scene 
said they believed another three 
were mangled beneath the debris. 

The derailment was the most 
serious of a number of wrecks 
which have occurred on French rail- 
ways over which trains have been 
running In defiance of a recent gen- 
eral strike coll Issued by the com- 
munist-dominated Confederation of 
Labor (COT).

Rioters using grenades and machine guns battled in the 
Tel Aviv-Jaffa area of Palestine today and new disorders 
broke out in Jerusalem In a resumption of bloody violence 
touched off by the United Nations partition plan. 

More threats to Palestine's Jews came from Arab nations 
ringing the little country. In Cairo teachers of Al Lazhar 
university were attempting to organirc enlistments for a 
holy war with the announced purpose of "driving the wolves" 
from Palestine. 

Unofficial reports listed 
two Jews killed and five Jews 
and two Arabs wounded In 
Palestine today. 

.Yesterday's casualties, by unof- 
ficial report, were 14 dead and 3S 
wounded. 

In the second day of a three-day 
Arab protest strike against parti- 
tion, the government clamped on 
around-the-clock curfew on the no- 
man's land border region between 
all-Jewish Tel Avlv and all-Arab 
Jaffa. A curfew on Arab districts 
of Jerusalem was continued another 
34 hours. 

Thousands of Jews and Arabs fled 
from trouble areas of Jerusalem 
as Jewish sources predicted a rising 
tempo of violence.

Than When Tuesday Ban Set 



WASHINGTON, Dec. 3 OF)— Amer- 
icans are eailng -more .meat -now 
than they wdre two -months- ago 
when the government colled upon 
them to eat leas by observing meat- 
less Tuesday. 

TMs does not necessarily mean, 
however, that the meatless day cam- 
paign is falling to achieve Its prin- 
cipal objective— a reduction In the 
feeding of grain to livestock so that 
more cereals might be mode avail- 
able for shipment abroad. 

This Is the season of the year 
when livestock mariceUng normally 
increases and when meat producUon 
goes up. It also Is the season of the 
year when appetites for meat tend 
to grow sharper twcaUse of colder 
weather. 

Meat production by federally-In- 
spected slaughterers «aa miming 
less Uua 300,000,000 pounds a week 



when the meatless Tuesday csm- 
paign started. Now it Is averaglttg 
more than 400,000,000 pounds and 
probsbly will so higher before the 
month Is out.

MOMENTOUS QUESTIONS 
One of the most Interesting portions of the 
Interesting opinion poll conducted by Fetor 
Edson, NEA Washington coliunnlst, was the 
reply of Rep. John M. Vorys, R., Ohio. Mr. 
Edson submitted 20 questions on lending do- 
mestic and foreign Issues to all members of 
congress, the 4B govemors, 100 top govern- 
ment offlcl&ls, 100 representatives of busi- 
ness, labor and trade associations In Wash- 
ington, and 700 editors. 

The Ohio congressman's answer Included 
this observation; "I always marvel at the 
nerve of those who expect people In responsi- 
ble positions to take time to answer perplex- 
ing, momentous question, "Yea" or "No," so 
that the pollster can sell the compiled an- 
*wors." 

It happens that Mr. Edson Is not a profes- 
sional polster, nor did he sell hla complied 
answers, But what seemed to us more to 
the point was that Mr. Vorys, in his position 
of responsibility, should be Irked at being 
BSked to answer perplexing, momentous ques- 
tions. Isn't that one of the Jobs of responsible 
members of congress? 

Mr. Vory'a attitude might seem even more 
remarkable because, unless we have misread 
public opinion surveys bU these years, the 
professional poolsters don't bother the busy 
congressmen unduly. The majority of these 
xurveys are concerned with Just what they 
My they are — public opinion. Sometimes they 
concentrate on special occupational or other 
BTOups, but, even then, their major Interest 
Ij 'ln what the ordinary citizen la thinking. 

Such surreys are Informative, Interesting 
and saleabli. But, In a representative form of 
, government such as ours, however free ond 
democratic, the ordinary cltlsen can't pro- 
Tlda the answer to many perplexing, mom- 
entous questions.' The questions sometimes 
come too fast, and require too much Informa- 
tion and specialized knowledge to permit the 
direct exertion of pupular Influence. 

For that reason we should say that Mr. 
Sdson's poll was particularly valuable. The' 
answjers he received are encouraging because 
they follow- the trend of popular sentiment, 
which more generar polls have revealed on 
the same subjects. ' 

There was a great diversity of opinion on 
the same question among the Toilous groups, 
ias' the icolamnlst has explained lb detail. 
Bui the answers averaged out to conclusions 
that should please the majority of Americans. 

Ther reveal that these leaders do not be- 
llevs that war Is Inevitable, that the U. N. 
should be scrappfid, or that the Marshall 
plan will fall. They do believe In substantial 
aid to Europe and In universal military train- 
ing. They are opposed to the return of price 
controls, but think rent controls should be 
extended. They dont believe that the Taft- 
Hartley law Is too. tough. "Hiey do believe 
that taxes should be reduced. 

Those are not all the 20 answers, but they 
give an Idea of what the majority of these 
top policy Influencers are thinking. In taking 
time out to answer Mr. Edson's perplexing, 
momentous questions, they have done the 
iniblic a commendable service.

WEAPON AGAINST INFLA-nON 
- "Our Immediate approach to the problems 
of high prices," President Truman said in 
his message at the opening of the special 
session of congress, "should consist of three 
types of measures: One, to relieve monetary 
pressures; two, to channel scarce goods Into 
the most essential uses and three, to deal 
directly with specific high prices. 

Some of the measures the President recom- 
mended are now being debated by congress, 
but there is one on which there can be no 
disagreement. He put It this way: 

"Another effective weapon against infla- 
tion Is Increased savings by the public. Every 
dollar that Is saved Instead of spent is a 
dollar fighting against Inflation. In order 
to encourage additional savings, the gov- 
ernment should Intensify Its vigorous efforts 
to sell savings bonds," 

That statement needs no explanation or 
debate.. It only needs putting into action In 
every state, city and. county. 

Fortunately,' the United States savings 
bonds division of the treasury department 
has the nucleus of an organization — less 
than one-fifth what it had during the victory 
loan — to advertise and promote the sale 
of more savings bonds. It has a small forcje 
In this state to guide and service the volun- 
ters who sell the bonds. The few brooms 
It has had to , help sweep back the tide of 
Inflation have been effectively used In 
1946-47, as the record shows. Since the vic- 
tory loan at the end of 1045 more than 
$13,500,000,000 In cash has been put away 
In savings bonds by Americans, more i than 
$37,000,000 of that amount by citizens of 
Idaho. That Is all to the good but It Is not 
enough. 

To expand Its program the savings bonds 
division needs more volunteer help, and that 
ineoDS more help In this community. ' In 
working for more bond sales, each volunteer 
Is belplng to keep prices down by taking sur- 
plus cash out of. the way of the tempta-

TIIE IMPORTANT BEET 
In our enthusiasm over bumper potato and grAln 
crops, and tha bigh prices they command, we hAva 
someUmcs. parUcuIiirly In recent years, overlooked 
the Importance ot the aujur beet In our agricultural 
economy. 

But tha sugar beet came Into Its own In Idaho over 
tbe last week-end. The ifSOO.OOO first payment to 
growers made a forcible Impset on our economy, pro- 
viding ready cash to growers,, and Increased sales to 
merchants. And before the year Is out there will be 
another big bee* pay day [or beets received at the 
plants since November S. And even later than that 
will come another pay day to all growers after the 
sugar contents ot the beets has been deUrmlned. 

The beet has played an ImporUnt, If not acnssUonal. 
role in our prosperity for many ye(ira. It brings 
enough money into tha valley and the sute. In good 
years and In bad. to claim a major part In our pros- 
perity. In fact there have been years when the beet 
crop, and the sugar mill payrolls, represented tho 
difference between good and bad yeani for both grower 
and merdumts. It has not been a sensational crop 
from tbs standpoint of income, but It has been a 
steady producer of wealth, and along with Ita role In 
orderly crop roUUon It Is ot lne.MlmAble value In bAl- 
anclng our agricultural economy. 

m the past sugar beets have not been the easiest 
crop to culUvata and harvest because of the need for 
BO much hand labor. Bnt cnechanlzatlon.' and Im- 
proved methods of planting, thinning and bArveatlng 
Are overcoming those difficulties. The IMflj tonnage 
was the largest since 1H3, and the IMO revenue to the 
growers was the largest In the history of the Industry. 
TliAt augurs well for the future of the sugar beet, and 
Incidentally for our community economy.— Idaho Falls 
Post-Register.

, MIAMI, ria., Dec. 3 W>— Expan-

"After careful stud/, Uie council 
has come to tlic conclusion that It 
would not be feasible to grant the 
cosat league's request, although It Is
